Secret 9/11 Detentiens Upheld 


Court rejects request to review holding of 700 foreigners 


WASHINGTON | The Supreme Court said 
Monday it would not second-guess the 
government’s holding in secret hundreds 
of foreigners after the Sept. 11 attacks. 

None of the more than 700 illegal immi- 
grants was charged as a terrorist, and the 
Justice Department’s inspector general con- 
cluded last year that the government had 
trampled on a law stipulating such deten- 
tions be limited to 90 days. 


The high court turned down a request to 
review the secrecy surrounding the detain- 
ees, nearly all Arabs or Muslims, who were 
picked up in the United States following the 
attacks on the World Trade Center and the 
Pentagon. Most were eventually deported 
for immigration violations. The government 
refused to disclose whom it held and why. 

The court’s action, taken without com- 
ment, was avictory for the Bush administra- 


tion. Civil liberties and media organizations 
had sought access to the names and other 
basic information about the detainees. 

A federal appeals court had sided with 
the administration and its argument that 
knowing the names or details of the arrests 
would give terrorists a window on the post- 
Sept. 11 terror investigation. 

By refusing to hear the case, the Supreme 
Court allowed that ruling by the U.S. Court 
of Appeals for the District of Columbia to

U.S. Treasury 
Seeks O’Neill 
Investigation 

WAS H I N GTO N I The U.S. Treasury Department 
is seeking an investigation into whether “60 
Minutes” showed a classified document in 
an interview on Sunday in which former 
Treasury Secretary Paul O’Neill spoke out 
against the Bush administration. 

Treasury spokesman Rob Nichols said 
Monday the department asked the Office of 
Inspector General to look into the matter. 

O’Neill is described as a principal source 
for “The Price of Loyalty,” a new book by for- 
mer Wall Street Journal reporter Ron Suskind, 
who drew on interviews with O’Neill as well 
as 19,000 documents O’Neill provided. 

O’Neill contends the United States began 
laying the groundwork for an invasion of Iraq 
just days after Bush took office in 2001, more 
than two years before the start of the war. 

Suskind told “60 Minutes” O’Neill had 
received briefing material on Iraq. “There 
are memos,” he said. “One of them, marked 
secret, says ‘Plan for post- Saddam Iraq.’” 

A spokesman for “60 Minutes” said a cover 
sheet of the briefing materials was shown, 
but he denied CBS possessed or aired a secret 
document, jeannine aversa (ap)

WASHINGTON | President Bush’s plan 
to build a space station on the moon 
and eventually send astronauts to 
Mars hasn’t grabbed the public’s 
imagination, an Associated Press 
poll suggests. 

More than half in the poll said it 
would be better to spend the money 
on domestic programs rather than 
on space research. 

Asked whether they favored the 
United States expanding the space 
program the way Bush proposes, 
people were evenly split, with 48 
percent favoring the idea and the 
same number opposing it, accord- 
ing to the poll conducted for the AP 
by Ipsos-Public Affairs. 

Most respondents said they sup- 
port sending humans into space. 

However, given the choice of 
spending money on programs 
like education and health care or 
on space research, 55 percent said 
they wanted domestic programs. 
Based on previous estimates for 
a moon-Mars initiative, the costs 
would run in the hundreds of bil- 
lions of dollars, will lester (ap)

Publisher Convicted of Aiding Saddam 


CHICAGO I A community newspaper 
publisher accused of spying on Iraqi 
dissidents in the United States was 
found guilty Monday of serving as 
an unregistered agent of Saddam 
Hussein. 

The jury took less than two hours 
to convict Khaled Dumeisi after the 
weeklong trial. 

Dumeisi, 61, was accused of spy- 
ing on critics of the Baghdad regime 
living in the United States and pass- 
ing the information along to the Iraqi 
intelligence service. 

He was charged with failing to 


register as an agent of the Iraqi gov- 
ernment, conspiring to do so, lying 
to an immigration officer about his 
ties to Iraq and lying 
to a grand jury. 

Dumeisi was not 
charged with espi- 
onage or accused 
of terrorism. The 
charges carry a max- 
imum sentence of 10 
years in prison and a $250,000 fine. 

During his closing argument, 
Dumeisi’s lawyer urged jurors not 
to let his client’s outspoken admi- 


ration for Saddam rush them into 
a conviction. 

“Reaching a verdict of not guilty 
does not in anyway endorse his very 
dubious opinions,” John Murphy 
said. “Quite frankly, I don’t like 
them either.” 

Prosecutors charge that 
Palestinian-born Dumeisi spied on 
Iraqi dissidents partly because he 
was desperate for money and part- 
ly because he admired Hussein as 
the only Arab leader who strongly 
supported the Palestinian cause.

“But I am not prepared to stand 
by a governor, even a friend, who 
has done wrong, lied about it and 
then refused to account for his 
actions,” said Shays, a nine -term 
congressman. 

The governor is “disappointed 
on a personal level” by the calls for 
him to resign, said Dean Pagani, 
Rowland’s chief of staff and spokes- 
man. He said Rowland remains com- 
mitted to finishing his third term, 
which expires in three years. 

Rowland has admitted accepting 
gifts from several politically appoint- 
ed state employees, including a for- 
mer aide who pleaded guilty to fed- 
eral charges that he took bribes to 
steer state contracts. 

A University of Connecticut poll 
found 63 percent of state residents 
think Rowland should resign, com- 
pared to 58 percent in a similar poll

John Rowland, under 
fire for accepting gifts, 
says he won’t step down 

HARTFORD, CONN. | Gov. John G. 
Rowland came under increased pres- 
sure to resign Monday as a promi- 
nent GOP congressman called on 
him to step down and a new poll 
indicated nearly two -thirds of vot- 
ers want him out of office. 

Six more GOP state senators 
urged the Republican governor 
to resign for accepting gifts from 
friends, employees and a state con- 
tractor at his summer cottage. Eleven 
of the state’s 15 Republican senators 
have now asked that he step down. 

Rep. Christopher Shays said 
he had been prepared to forgive 
Rowland, who had initially denied 
accepting the gifts and then admit- 
ted lying about it.

Groups Seek to Delay Court 
Ruling Allowing Gay Marriage 

Conservative groups asked the 
state’s high court Monday to delay 
the landmark ruling allowing gay 
marriage, saying residents and leg- 
islators should be able to vote on the 
issue. The Supreme Judicial Court 
ruled in November that same-sex 
couples have a right to marry in the 


state, a ruling applauded as a civil 
rights milestone by gay activists. 
The court gave the legislature six 
months to pass a law that complies

Study: Walking Regimen 
Staves Off Weight Gain 


A half-hour stroll could 
keep overweight people 
from adding pounds 

CHICAGO I Overweight adults who 
are not on a diet need only a small 
amount of exercise — the equiva- 
lent of a half-hour of brisk walking 
per day — to prevent further weight 
gain, a study found. 

Participants who got no exercise 
during the eight-month study gained 
an average of almost 2.5 pounds. But 
73 percent of those who walked 11 
miles a week, or about 30 minutes 
a day, were able to maintain their 
weight or even lose a few pounds. 


The most noticeable weight loss 
occurred in those who did the most 
vigorous exercise — jogging about 
17 miles weekly. They lost an aver- 
age of nearly eight pounds over eight 
months, and also shed more than 
10 pounds of body fat and gained 
about 3 pounds of lean body mass 
on average. 

The study was led by Duke 
University researchers and involved 
120 overweight or mildly obese men 
and women aged 40 to 65 who were 
instructed not to diet during the 
research. 

The findings appear in Monday’s 
Archives of Internal Medicine.

Syria Balks at Israeli Leader’s 
Invitation for Peace Talks 

Israeli President Moshe Katsav 
on Monday invited Syrian leader 
Bashar Assad to Israel for peace 
talks, but Syria brushed off the offer. 
The invitation from Katsav, who 
has only limited political influence 
as Israel’s ceremonial leader, came 
amid agrowing debate among Israeli 
officials about how to respond to 
recent peace gestures from Dam- 
ascus. Prime Minister Ariel Sharon 
has been skeptical of Syria’s motives, 
saying Assad may be trying 
to placate Washington in the wake 
of the U.S. war in Iraq, (ap)

NATO Peacekeepers Call Off 
Hunt for Fugitive Karadzic 

NATO -led peacekeepers wrapped 
up a three-day search for war 
crimes suspect Radovan Karadzic 
on Monday and examined docu- 
ments discovered during the man- 
hunt in hopes that they will provide 
clues to his whereabouts. Dozens 
of peacekeepers were deployed in 
Karadzic’s one-time stronghold of 
Pale after troops acted on a tip that 
he was hiding there and possibly in 
need of medical care. Authorities 
searched a clinic, a church and 
homes, but did not find the former 
Bosnian Serb rebel leader, (ap)

Overflowing Toilet Cited as 
Reason BWI Flight Diverted 

A British Airways flight from 
London to Baltimore -Washington 
International Airport was safely 
diverted to Iceland Sunday night 
after smoke was seen in the cabin, 
the airline said Monday. The Boeing 
767 with 165 people aboard had been 
headed from London’s Heathrow 
airport to Baltimore when the smoke 
was spotted.

Shiite Support Deteriorating in Iraq 


Anger, discontent boil 
over among those long 
seen as friendly to U.S. 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The good will of 
Iraq’s Shiite majority, so crucial to 
the success of U.S. policy, maybe 
eroding. Strong opposition by a top 
Shiite cleric to key parts of a U.S. 
political blueprint for Iraq and the 
spread of violent protests in Shiite 
areas suggest a dangerous trend. 

In a newspaper advertisement 
published on Monday, Grand 
Ayatollah Ali al-Husseini al- 
Sistani repeated his opposition 
to a political agreement signed 
two months ago between the U.S. 
administrator in Iraq and the Iraqi 


Governing Council. A provisional 
national assembly due to be formed 
by the end of May must be elected, 
not selected from regional caucuses, 
al-Sistani insisted. 

The U.S. -led coalition sought 
to play down the significance of 
al-Sistani ’s latest objections. Dan 
Senor, a spokesman for the Coalition 
Provisional Authority, told reporters 
Monday that implementation of the 
political accord was still on track. 

In Kut, meanwhile, a mainly 
Shiite city 95 miles southeast of 
Baghdad, Ukrainian troops fired 
in the air Monday to disperse about 
400 Iraqis who rioted to demand 
jobs. One Ukrainian soldier, four 
Iraqi policemen and one protester 
were wounded, hamza hendawi (ap)

Bush, Fox Try to Mend 
Split at Americas Summit 


Relationship strained 
by Mexico’s refusal 
to support war in Iraq 

MONTERREY, MEXICO I President 
Bush and Mexican President Vicente 
Fox forged agreement Monday on 
the contentious issues of immigra- 
tion and Iraq, ending two years of 
discord that followed the terrorist 
attacks of Sept. 11, 2001. 

Fox wholeheartedly embraced 
Bush’s immigration proposal to 
grant legal status to millions of 
undocumented workers in the 
United States, most of them from 
Mexico. The two leaders also sought 
to emphasize agreement on postwar 
Iraq. Fox congratulated Bush for the 
capture of Saddam Hussein. 

The two leaders met before the 
opening of a 34 -nation hemispher- 


ic summit dealing with issues such 
as poverty, trade, corruption and 
unhappiness in Latin America 
about new U.S. security measures 
to combat terrorism. 

They were eager to project 
unity after two rocky years. The 
Sept. 11, 2001 attacks distracted 
Bush from the immigration over- 
haul that Fox had appealed for, and 
relations cooled fur- 
ther when Mexico 
refused to support 
the U.S. -led inva- 
sion of Iraq. 

In a gesture 
of reconciliation. 
Bush invited Fox to 
his Texas ranch March 5-6, and Fox

Another 
Tax Plan 
Offered 

Virginia GOP leader s 
proposal would create 
$2.5 billion in revenue 

RICHMOND, VA. | The State Senate’s 
top budget writer proposed tax 
reforms Monday that would boost 
sales taxes by 1 percent, fully elim- 
inate the car tax by next year and 
reorder income tax deductions and 
brackets, generating $2.5 billion in 
new money in 2006. 

Sen. John H. Chichester, R- 
Stafford, offered a plan that dwarfs 
Gov. Mark R. Warner’s proposal to 
boost revenues by $546 million for 
2006. 

Chichester’s plan contains newtax 
brackets for the wealthiest taxpayers 
— boosting the rate to 6.25 percent 
for filers who earn taxable income of 
$100,000 a year and 6.5 percent for 
those who make $150,000 or more 
in taxable income. 

It would increase the tax on cig- 
arettes from 2.5 cents per pack to 
35 cents, and allow for localities to 
increase their taxes on cigarettes by 
an additional 55 cents per pack. 

Warner said he had not seen 
the details of Chichester’s plan, but 
was pleased it had been offered. “It’s 
another attempt to put a solution 
on the table and I welcome that,” 
Warner said, bob lewis (a p)

Court Awards Louis Vuitton $38.5M 


PARIS I The maker of Louis 
Vuitton bags, Moet champagne 
and Hennessy cognac won a court 
judgment Monday ordering invest- 
ment bank Morgan Stanley to pay at 
least $38.5 million in damages for 
biased research that hurt LVMH’s 
image and helped its rival Gucci. 

In the first major ruling by a 
European court on conflicts of 
interest between research and 


investment banking services, the 
Paris commercial court said Morgan 
Stanley had “considerably preju- 
diced” LVMH and helped Gucci, 
Morgan Stanley’s own client. 

LVMH, whose brands also 
include the Kenzo and Givenchy 
fashion lines, argued successfully 
that Morgan Stanley carried out a 
three-year campaign of “erroneous

Clemens halts planned 
retirement, signs deal 
to pitch for the Astros 

PRO BASEBALL I Roger Clemens is 
pushing back his retirement, agree- 
ing Monday to a $5 million, one- 
year contract with the Houston 
Astros. 

The six- time Cy Young Award 
winner had said for more than a 
year that he planned to quit after 
pitching last season for the New 
York Yankees. 


But he was persuaded to join the 
Astros, his hometown team, after 
close friend and former Yankees 
teammate Andy Pettitte signed 
with Houston last month. 

“It’s great to come home,” 
Clemens said. 

Clemens, 41, was 17-9 with a 3.91 
ERA last season, his fifth with the 
Yankees. He spent his first 13 sea- 
sons in Boston, then went to Toronto 
for two years before moving on to 
New York, where he won World 
Series titles in 1999 and 2000. 

“Roger Clemens was a great war- 


rior for the Yankees — a teacher and 
a leader,” Yankees owner George 
Steinbrenner said in a statement. 
“He told the world he was retir- 
ing, and we had no choice but to 
believe him.” 

His 310-160 record puts him 
17th on the career wins list, 
and his 4,099 strikeouts place 
him third behind Nolan Ryan 
(5,714) and Steve Carlton (4,136).

Martial Artform 


DANCE I A centuries-old Brazilian 
dance that combines martial arts 
with the pulse and energy of a car- 
nival party is sweeping U.S. fitness 
centers. 

It’s called “capoeira” (cap-WAY- 
rah), and it’s popping up in gyms 
from the trendy — Crunch in New 
York City — to the public — the 
Parks and Rec in Provo, Utah. 

The first 20 minutes typically 
consist of calisthenics. The teacher, 
called the “mestre,” then demon- 
strates a new skill, such as a kick- 
and-duck or a cartwheel. After a 
half-hour or so of practice, the class 
transforms the energy of the aero- 
bics room into a vibrant and stir- 
ring pulse. 

The class forms a circle, called 
the roda (HO-da), and beats drums 
native to Brazil. The teacher plays 
a stringed instrument called the 


berimbau and belts out songs in 
Portuguese that have easy-to -imi- 
tate refrains. The lyrics give verbal 
directions, praise and reprimands 
to two people who then spar inside 
the circle. 

On a December day at a Beyond 
Fitness gym in Durham, N.C., two 
people lock eyes and crouch at the 
opening of the roda. They clasp 
hands and stir under the infec- 
tious music. Then they release 
their arm-wrestle grip and hurtle 
themselves toward the center of the 
circle. 

“We don’t fight capoeira, we 
play capoeira,” said instructor 
Lua Fabbri. “The slaves in Bahia 
(a region of Brazil) who created it 
were forbidden to fight. It’s a mar- 
tial art that’s disguised as a dance, 
so to fight capoeira would be to lose

Screens Swell, All Else Shrinks 


2004’s gadget crop 
includes monster TVs 
and weensy cameras 

ELECTRONICS I When it comes to 
televisions, bigger is better. But for 
most other gadgets, thin is in. That’s 
the consensus of electronics manu- 
facturers and industry analysts in 
Las Vegas for the annual Consumer 
Electronics Show last week. 

Rushing into the lucrative TV 
market are PC makers such as 
Hewlett-Packard and Gateway. 
Many are unveiling models taller 
than most of the people who watch 
them. Samsung introduced an 80- 
inch plasma TV, the world’s largest 
flat-panel home television, which is 
expected to debut next year. Pricing 
remains up in the air but such sets 
will cost in the tens of thousands 
of dollars. 

Best known for its printers, 
Epson introduced a pair of LCD 
projection televisions with built- 
in memory card slots, printer and 
a CD -rewritable drive so users 
can archive their photos to a CD 
by simply working the remote 
control. Slated to ship in March, 
Epson’s 47-inch model will sell for 
about $3,499; the 57-inch model, 
$3,999. 

Other TVs on the 1.4-million- 
squre foot trade show floor include 
Sharp’s Aquos, a 15 -inch LCD with 
Wi-Fi connectivity, which allows 
users to tote the TV from room

One TV manufacturer is even 
angling to replace the mirror. 
Philips Electronics’ MiraVision 
Mirror TV comes in a 17-inch, 23- 
inch or 30 -inch LCD display, and 
the screen is set in a polarized mir- 
ror. Users can theoretically enjoy 
morning news shows and traffic 
reports while brushing their teeth 
or shaving. 

While televisions assume larg- 
er-than-life proportions, other gad- 
gets are growing more powerful but 
shrinking in size. Philips introduced 
a digital camcorder the size of a key 
ring, including a 1.5 -gigabyte hard 
drive that can store up to 24 min- 
utes of video. The device, roughly 
the size of a Pez candy dispenser, 
can also hold digital photos or 
MP3 songs. 

Lexar Media unveiled the 
JumpDrive Traveler, a flash drive 
the size of a pack of gum. Meant 
to be used in Internet cafes, stu- 
dent computer libraries or on any 
computer away from your home 
or office, the JumpDrive erases all 
traces of your Web browsing histo- 
ry, including credit card numbers 
or other data that you entered into 
the host computer. 

It will hit store shelves later this 
month for $60 for the 128 -MB ver- 
sion, or $90 for the 256-MB version.

The backstory

^ THE RF SPECTRUM: The radio- 
frequency spectrum hosts WiFi net- 
works, cell phone calls and more. 
CES sawthe unveiling of thefirst 
products for U.S. digital radio, which 
will make AM radio sound like FM 
and FM sound likeaCD. 


COMPRESSION: The science of 
squeezing out unneeded informa- 
tion in a picture or sound. Ifteenag- 
ers knew how crucial algorithms like 
“discrete cosine transforms” were to 
their MP3s and cell phones, they’d be 
busting down doorsto study math. 


^ CHARGED-COUPLE DEVICES: You 

can’t have a digital camera without 
one. A CCDtakes light — photons 
— and converts itto electrons, which 
can be processed and stored as an 
image. Theterm “megapixels” refers 
to a CCD’s resolution.

A new book shows 
Cuban music to be as 
much ritual as sound 

BOOKS I In 1996, American guitar- 
ist Ry Cooder went to Havana and 
gathered several prominent local 
musicians for a recording session 
that produced the highly successful 
album “Buena Vista Social Club.” 

Its popularity spawned bigger 
Cuban music sections in record 
stores and cultural expeditions to 
the island. This resurgence of inter- 
est was welcomed by a country des- 
perate for tourist dollars. 

In the four decades since Castro 
came to power, little of mainstream 
America has bothered (or been 
able) to follow the musical devel- 
opments of Cuba. Jory Farr fills in 
the gaps with “Rites of Rhythm: 
The Music of Cuba” (ReganBooks), 
a thorough account of the history 
and current state of Cuban music, 
and a meticulous documentation 
of the ritual-based cultures and 
religions associated with many of 
Cuba’s musicians. 

Though Farr gives firsthand 
accounts of sacred ceremonies 
complete with animal sacrifice 
and possession, he is careful not 
to let his experiences become the

book, instead using them to paint 
a larger picture. 

The heroes of “Rites of Rhythm” 
are the musicians of Cuba. Their 
heartbreaking stories, usually 
told with a glass of rum in hand, 
will captivate readers interested 
in Cuban history and culture, as 
well as in music. The book comes 
alive with their insights. 


Farr also tracks down many 
Cuban musicians who have defect- 
ed to the States and allows them to 
voice their opinions as well. 

Roberto Borrell, who fled Cuba 
in the Mariel boatlift of 1980, is 
blunt: “Like all Cubans, I send my 
parents money. But I tell them the 
truth about America. [T]his cul- 
ture is all about materialism. My 


daughter wants to come here now, 
but I warn her that community does 
not exist here.” 

“Rites of Rhythm” is an honest 
and unforgiving documentation of 
Cuban music and its rich history, a 
thoroughly researched book that falls 
somewhere between travel memoir 
and ethnomusicological text.

JAY STANLEY, communications director 
oftheTechnology and Liberty Program 
atthe American Civil Liberties Union, 
was online Monday to discuss the 
government’s plans for a computerized 
system to probethe backgrounds of 
all passengers boarding flights in the 
United States. 

Why does the ACLU oppose the 
government’s plan? 

We oppose the so-called CAPPS 
II program for several reasons: It 
will be a tremendous invasion of 
our privacy; it will put the govern- 
ment in the unprecedented position 
of rating every American who flies 
on whether they are “trusted” or not; 
and it will not make us safer. 

What alternative does the govern- 
ment have besides asking for travel 
records on passengers, even if they 
don’t retain them? The public won’t 
tolerate another 9/11. 

A fair question. Experience has 
shown that trying to catch wrong- 
doers by investigating everyone is 
a poor way to stop them. The U.S. 
should focus on improving its intel- 
ligence on the ground and improv- 
ing physical security. 

Most of the additional securi- 
ty that we’ve gained since 9/11 is 
probably due to improved security 
at the gate, locking cockpit doors, 
air marshals and to the fact that 
in the next hijacking, no one on 
the plane is going to sit back and 
wait to land in Cuba. The marginal 
improvement in security brought by 
this vast, unwieldy, intrusive system 
will not be worth it. 

How can the public be confident that 
their personal data will not end up in 
the hands of the wrong people? 

Right now, unfortunately, it is 
difficult to have such confidence. 
What is needed is a strong over- 
arching privacy law. The U.S. is just 
about the only advanced-industrial 
nation that does not have that kind 
of a law.
